Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

i Applicant apparently rehashes arguments previously addressed in the Final Office Action (paper number 07132005). In particular, each 
and every limitation of independent claims 1 and 2 and dependent claims 3-6 were properly addressed in pages 3-7 of the detailed Final 
Office Action, and are incorporated herein. In addition, and in response to Applicants arguments, the motivations to combine the applied 
references, were clearly accompanied by select portions of the respective references which specifically support that particular motivation 
[see paper number 07132005, paragraph bridging pages 5-6 and paper number 12292004, pages 10-11]. 

ii. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner has combined an excessive number of references, reliance on a large number of 
references in a rejection does not, without more, weigh against the obviousness of the claimed invention. See In re Gorman, 933 

F.2d 982, 18 USPQ2d 1885 (Fed. Cir. 1991). 

iii. In response to Applicant's argument that the Examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it 
must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so 
long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and 
does not include knowledge gleaned only from the Applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 
F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

iv. Applicant analyzes the applied references separately in the Response After Final Office Action, and argues each of the references 
individually, and therefore fails to consider the full teachings of the applied references. In response to Applicant's piecemeal analysis of 
the references, it has been held that one cannot show non-obviousness by attacking references individually where, as here, the rejections * 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., Inc., 800 
F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 Fed. Cir. 1986) Furthermore, according to In re Jacoby, 135 USPQ 317 (CCPA 1962), the skilled artisan is 
presumed to know something more about the art than only what is disclosed in the applied references. In re Jacoby, 135 USPQ 317 
(CCPA 1962). 

v. Applicant argues that claim 1 includes the limitations of "sending home page addresses of said external reservation systems from said 
net server to said personal computer" and "connecting said personal computer to a website of the selected external reservation system 
via the Internet and displaying a reservation screen of the web site of the selected external reservation system" and "completing a 
booking through the website, without the aid of said net server via the Internet" and "storing a received booking data in said net server, 
and "sending said booking number included in the received booking data to said issuing terminal from said net server, " and that the 
applied references fail to teach or suggest these features, and Applicant then analyzes the applied references separately and rehashes 
arguments previously addressed. Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's arguments for reasons previously discussed. 
Furthermore, Examiner strongly advises that the claimed invention was considered "as a whole" and that every limitation recited in the 
claims were specially addressed within the prior Office Actions (papers number 07132005 and 12292004) and further that Applicant fails 
to appreciate the breadth of the claim language that is presently recited. 
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
